I even 
fee there may be fuch a faving by two. Bridges, as will enable 
the Magiftrates to remove the Prifon and Luckenbooths, which 
would do them more honour, and contribute more to the or- 
nament and advantage cf the city, than almoft any part of their 
fcheme ; and if the prefent opportunity of getting quit of this 
difgraceful incumbrance be lolt, it can never again occur upon 
the fame advantageous terms. The inconveniency and danger 
from the concourfe of the four great and only ftreets in the 
ancient city, all at one point crofiing one another at right an- 
gics, are fuificiently obvious, and have been in the view of the 
framers of this bill. The remedy, which, by the bye, would 
be but partial and idadequate, is, by pulling down the 
timber land below Niddry’s Wynd, and by carrying a branch 
from the Bridge to the {treet above the Tron Church. For this 
branch, an area of no lefs thyn 150 feet in front, and 290 feet 
back, all covered with buildings, is to be laid wafte. Now, 
it is plain, that this branch, and the timber Jand, may both be 
faved by a Weft Bridge, which weuld relieve the other of near 
one half of its refort. The crofs ftreet propofed in the bill, 
from Brifto to Nicolfon’s {lreet, would alfo become unnecefla- 
ry, becaufe a natural and eafy communication, fram the Welt 
Bridge to Brifto, could be got at little expence. 

I fubmit, if thefe favings would not do more than compen- 

fate for the Prifon and Luckenbooths. The area of them is 
not one third of what is propofed vo be laid waite for the branch 
above the T'ron Church. According to this proportion, and 
making an allowance for the favings, by the timber land and 
crofs-itreets, there will be a contiderable gain, by the erection 
of two Bridges, in place of one; and, inftead of the great 
breaks in the line of the High Street, above and below the Tron 
Church, which would create a deformity, a real one, already 
exilting, would be got rid of, But even if there was to be 
fome lofs, I am perfuaded, if the improvements are ¢o be thus 
rendered complete, and equally beneficial and ditfufive, it would 
be paid with pleafure. . Indeed, I think, the jutlice of the Ma- 
giftrates, as guardians for the Public, is called on in this mat- 
ter.

It would alfo encourage the weft 
end of the New Town, by commanicating fo immediately with 
the opening from the north to the Lawn-markert ; but the great 
benefit of it would be to keep alive every cornet of the anticnt
